For is it not an obje& of amazement, that ZZanmer and Charke, 
ſhould be preferred before Chriſtian Antiquity ; but there are 
ſome Lutheran Baits, by which he propagates his Kingdom, and 
Inveigles many in your Sphear. What ate they ? Gold, 
Glory, Delights, Pleafures : contemn them. For what elſe are 
they than the Scum of the Earth,, a Hoarſe air, a Feaſt for the 
Worms, Specious Dunghils 2 deſpiſe them. Chriſt is full, he 
will feed us : He is King who will honour us: Heis Rich, 
who will endow us with all Felicity : Recommend your ſelves 
to him in the Field, that with him ye truly Learned, and truly 
Famous, may return Triumphant.
